REPORT OF THE GYPSY MOTH 
SUPERINTENDENT. 


To THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN: 

I hearwith submit the fifth annual report of the gypsy 
and brown tail moth work. The work has been carried on 
under the direction of the state, in a like manner to previous 
years, except that tanglefuot was used instead of burlap. 
On the 1912 scout gypsy moth nest were found in large 
quantity in the north end, while the brown tail moth nest 
were found in large numbers all over the town where the 
trees were not sprayed. 

The state has taken some trees on the Charl 
experimental work under their own management.

Tn making a report on the streets I realize that one year 
does not give a fair test of the improvements of our ro 
but if this department of town work is carried on for several 
years under one head, it cannot help but show a large im- 
provement in the condition of our roads. 

Our bridges have been more expensive this year than 
usual. Theiron bridge was new planked. ‘The bridge at 
Wait’s mill cost $70.00 more than the appropriation of $75.00, 
and the county commission have been petition to help build a: 
new iron bridge. ‘ 

The Baltimore bridge had new stringers and partly new 
Planked. The Lovell bridge was new planked. The Dwi ght 
bridge was repaired and is in good condition. The Morse 
bridge is the only river bridge that did not have to be re- 
paired, but will have to be this coming year. 

We opened a new gravel pit on Forest street that is of 
good quality, free from clay but very stony. ‘The town 
should own a stone crusher, set it at this pit and get some 
first class material for the roads, 

I think the experiment with tarvia was successful, 

I would recommend that the town buy a stone crusher, 
also an appropriation for tarvia, besides the regular appro- 
priation for roads and bridges.

Your committee wishes to call attention to the decrease 
of $181.31 in the amount received from the state school fund, 
compared with the previous year. This is due to the in- 
crease In the assessed value of property in the town to more 
than a million dollars. 

At the beginning of the school year Dr. E. L, Hill was - 
engaged as school pliysician with the understanding that — 
every pupil in the schools was to be given an examination of 
heart, lungs, throat and head. 

This year a new heater was installed in the Adams 
School-house, ‘his necessary improvement makes the heat- 
ing of the building adequate in the coldest weather. 

The schools have been somewhat demoralized during the 
past half year, on account of the epidemic of scarlet feyer 
that broke out on two occasions. Fortunately pronipt 
measures resulted in preventing serious trouble but the at- 
tendance suffered. . 

Wages of teachers: Your committee voted to establish 
a school year of thirty-eight weeks, in the grades, instead of 
thirty-six as heretofore. ‘This requires atl increase under 
this item of approximately $r50. Liberal salaries are now 
being paid and it would be a deplorable backward step to re-

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hold back very many pupils in the lower grades where it 
should be doue, if done at all. 

In considering a group of children who have the extent 
of woods and fields in which to exercise their natural tenden- 
cies for physical activities, and development. that the chil 
dren of Millis have, we are inclined to take a passive attitude, 
or give but little thought to ways of teaching them to make 
the best use of these bountiful opportunities to increase their 
physical efficiency. They may get exercise enough but it is 
doubtful if they are developing their bodies in the best 
way to bear the strain that must come in years to follow. 
Every child ought to be taught the power to conserve physi- 
cal energy in youth, aud to know how to use it in oyercom_ 
ing thedrain upon nerves that is requiredto do the high 
quality of work demanded of leaders in the industrial work. 
I have referred to the physical side of education in several of 
my previous reports, and I regard the recommendation o¢ 
the committee and the subsequent employment of a teacher 
of physical exercise, a decided and important move to advance 
the efficiency of our young people, both mentally and physi- 
cally. Miss Brine, who has the work in charge is enthusias- 
tic, and has succeeded in creating a gratifying interest 
among the teachers and pupils which is showing itself to be 
the right beginning for training these children to “‘stand up 
straight and look the world in the face.” 

Principal Nutter has taken great interest in helping the 
children in their games, and in providing them with material 
to use on the play-ground. I hope that the work of these 
teachers will receive the credit that it deserves and that it 
will be continued. ; 

Kind friends of the young people and of the schools, pro- 
vided a fund of $25 which was used to defray the expense of 
a course of six lectures on pure foods, sanitation and domes- 
tic and personal hygiene. 
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The talks, which were valuable and interesting, were 
given by Miss Diana M. Constable during the spring term 
and were planned chiefly for the girls of the upper grammar 
and the high school grades. Our thanks are extended to the 
friends who made this work possible. I believe the time was 
profitably spent, and I wish that work of this kind could be 
extended toa course in household economics and domestic 
science, : 

The potato and corn clubs were more thoughtfully en- 
tered into this year, and some good results were obtained in 
spite of the dry season. ‘The exhibits of corn and potatoes 
and other vegetables at the grange fair were creditable, and 
we hope to have a larger number next year. 

The new boiler and other repairs at the Adams school 
are generally satisfactory. I have no doubt that the boiler 
will be of better service when all of the piping has been com- 


pleted as planned. I recommend a coat of paint for this 


building. 

' The Ellice building is in general good condition, but the 
smoke flue which serves as a chimney is in doubtful condi- 
tion, and it may be well to replace it with a tile chimney. 


At Grange hall we have been forced to overcrowd until 
it has become a serious menace to the health of the pupils. 
With about fifty children, six of them unable to speak Eng- 
lish, and some as old as thirteen years, it beeomes very 
doubtful about one teacher being able to give them even 
passing attention, Under the conditions it will be necessary 
to send some of them along to the second and third grades 
before they are properly prepared. Even then they will be 
in an overcrowded room, for two years, at the Adams schiool. 
This makes four years of the beginning of school life under 
conditions that must of necessity retard many, and does 
damage to all. Asa town we seem to be very alert in re- 
gard to certain material benefits to individuals, but we re-

Dear Sir: I herewith submit my first report as super- 
visor of drawing and manual training in the public schools, 

The work this year is intended to be both practical and 
enjoyable. 

In the lower grades the manual training is helping the 
children to use their fingers skillfully and is giving them 
confidence in their own ability to make things, The 
seventh and eighth grade pupils need a large amount of work 
in construction. The girls are getting this in the sewing 
class. The year’s work is a series of practical projects 
similar to the one they are now completing—the making of 
aprons for which each girl made her own pattern. ‘che 
boys’ work is not so fortunate. Making baskets, while it 
supplies good hand training, does not give the boys sufflcient 
coustructive experience. Of course, the ideal study for boys 
of that age is sloyd or wood working. Lack of equipment 
makes such work impossible, 

In the high school a class of eleven has just completed a 
very elementary course in freehand Working drawings. We 
have tried not so much to make technically perfect ‘drawings 
as to gain the ability to show the construction of objects 
quickly in clear language.
